It was for Clk and it was 
restricted io that which became or was public, like speech te^ts, etc. I suspect that 
Baker and 'Thompson, both of whom want to spear CIA for Nixon, were behind tliis. 

If you have any interest in Nixon’s dealings with Archives, Weicher has a reprint 
of his Congressional H e cord stuff on it, including what are described as deeds and some 
letters and memos.
